The price boosts have drawn 
heavy protests in and out of Con­ 
gress. Sen. Margaret Chase Smith 
(R-Maine) joined in the protests 
today as she prepared to testify 
before the group. 
Humble, a 
subsidiary of the 
Standard Oil Co. of New Jersey. 
Jed off a nationwide jump in fuel 
oil and gasoline prices last month 
by boosting the price of crude oil 
by 35 cents a barrel.

But it seems clear that w hatever success we do have 
seems to whet our ambition. We want to climb higher, and 
we have perfect confidence that we know how to do it. 


So those who are successful decide that they will make all 
the decisions, and subordinates must accept them. 


Years ago we used to hear about rules of decency, and ruiefc 
of fair play. But these seem to have become casualties of our 
latest w'ars and our recent personal successes. 


Those who hire people don’t want their subordinates to fol­ 
low rules; they want their subordinates to follow orders. For 
those in high places are perfectly certain of their own ability 
to make the decisions. 


And if a subordinate is so conscientious as to resent doing 
something which he considers harmful to someone or detri­ 
mental to some worthy purpose, he makes himself an undesir­ 
able employee. 


And soon we find that their jobs are most secure who have 
the least genuine concern for their work. And the secret of 
success lies in developing a callousness toward the people you 
are supposed to serve, and the duties you are supposed to per­ 
form.

Dishwoshor Throws 
New Light on Start 
Of Worrenton Fire 


WARRENTON, Mo. iffv-A search 
for the cause of the nation’s worst 
nursing home fire has b e e n 
spurred on by a report of an uni­ 
dentified 
patient 
in 
flaming 
clothes near its starting point. 
The investigation to determine 
the cause of the tragedy in w'hich 
72 patients perished in a m atter 
of minutes Sunday afternoon had 
stalled for a lack of leads until 
this report. 
Lavey Finch, 20-year-cid 
dish­ 
washer at the Katie Jane Memor­ 
ial Home told officers his first 
knowledge of the fire was when 
he saw the male patient, h i s 
clothes on fire, running on the first 
floor of the 
mnex wing of the 
building. 
This was about 15 or 20 feet 
from the linen closet established 
through interviews with others as 
the probable starting point of the 
blaze. 
“If we can find out who the pa­ 
tient was and the whereabouts ot 
his room, we might possibly tie 
down the start ot this ¿re better,” 
said Lt. W. L. Hutchings of the 
Missouri Highway Patrol, heading 
the investigation.

ficing in leases, sufficient acreage 
surrounding the well has already 
been placed under lease. 
The search for- oil along the 
Mississippi River has g o n e on 
sporadically for years and years. 
Old timers recall their parents 
telling them of oil flowing on top 
of the Mississippi River a foot 
and a half thick when the 1864 
earthquake created Reelfoot Lake 
and caused the Mississippi to ‘run 
backward.’ There are also re­ 
ports of farmers finding oil skims 
in their water wells. 
In St. Louis county there are 
oil producing w’ells and indications 
of oil are recounted in a book by 
Dr. John J. Grohskopf, geologist 
with the state Geological survey. 
His book on “Sub-surface Geology 
of Southeast Missouri” contains 
maps of underground 
contours, 
which, according to 
those 
who 
know, indicate clearly that there 
should be oil there. 
While this is an 
independent 
drilling operation. Mr. Frank has 
left nothing to chance or guess. 
Every possible source of informa­ 
tion has been checked; no extra - 
vagent predictions have been put 
out and the operation is a business 
venture that may, as he admits, 
may not pay off.

Rose Gate Garden Club 
m et Feb. 18 et the Library and 
Mrs. Ernest H arper presided in 
the absence of both the president 
and vice-president. After hearing 
reports of the various committees 
Mrs. Milem Limbaugh presented 
a most interesting talk on Ever­ 
greens. 
The study of Evergreen 
was 
adopted as the club’s theme for 
this year and this was the first 
of a series to follow. Mrs. Lim- 
baugh's topic w as filled with in­ 
formation and should be of great 
interest to every home owner in 
this community. 
How Ta Select And 
Identify Evergreens 
If I w ere to ask you the ques­ 
tion, ‘‘What is 
an evergreen?”, 
certain mental pictures naturally 
flash 
through 
your 
mind. 
B e- 
eause of individual likes, each of 
u s would have a different pic­ 
ture, a different evergreen. 
An evergreen is a plant 
that 
kolas its green foliage when dor­ 
m ant. Not all green plants are 
evergreen. Any plant that grows 
the year ’round is green—for ex­ 
ample. the palm. There are some 
law n grasses th at stay green, but 
they are not evergreens. 
T h e 
true evergreen remains 
green in color even though it is 
not growing. It is not deciduous 
(does not lose its leaves when 
w inter comes) and its leaves re­ 
m ain green. 
After reading about evergreens 
I have formed an entirely differ­ 
ent picture of them: and have 
found 
myself 
observing 
them 
w herever I go. 
One w riter has said: “We eas­ 
ily reflect our hum an qualities in 
evergreens—for there is no haste 
in their nature, no radical change 
®f 
purpose 
i n 
their character. 
They have a strong juvenile hab­ 
it and quality and then they age 
gradually into a picturesque m a­ 
turity—each 
one with 
a n 
out­ 
standing individuality. They typ­ 
ify the strength of strong men 
and women as they grow old with 
the advancing years.” 
To better understand the aver- 
green, we m ust rem em ber that 
the forest is their natural habi­ 
tat. By nature, with a few ex­ 
ceptions, they are descendants of 
a forest tree somewhere. 
There are tw o (Masses of ever­ 
greens—the 
Conifers 
and 
the 
Broad Leaved. The Conifers get 
their names from the cone which 
is the bloom and later the fruit 
of the plant. Not all species in the 
group bare cones, some bare ber- 
ry-like fruits. 
But these plants 
all agree in certain floral or sex 
characteristics. They are proper­ 
ly known as Gymnasperms. 
Let us think of the Conifers— 
they are divided into three fam­ 
ilies. The first family is the Gink- 
goacal Family. The Ginkgo tree is

in that they are more like shrubs 
They are non-deciduous and keep 
their leaves in winter. They do 
not grow like trees. 
The most species are flowering 
—having blooms as well as ber- 
y; s. They are our acid 
loving 
plants. 
In

broad

group 
there are four families. The first 
family is the Barberry family — 
this includes a num ber ol species. 
The Mahonia, which we see here 
in Sikeston, belongs to this group. 
The second family is the Bux- 
us Family, or Box Family. This 
group includes the box woods and 
certain hedges. 
The third family is the Holly 
Family, which is thè most fami­ 
liar to us. It includes the English, 
American, Japanese, Ink berry or 
Winterberry. 
The fourth family is the Heath­ 
er Family, which includes t h e 
Rhododendroncs. Azaleas, Honey­ 
suckles, Ivies, etc. 
As 
w e think 
o f 
evergreens 
growing 
here 
in Sikeston, 
w e 
must rem em ber that not all ever 
greens grqw in our climate. Some 
are adapted to cold, some do well 
in heat, some grow w here it’s 
sandy, etc. 
Here in this area we should al­ 
ways be careful to plant those 
evergreens best suited to our lo­ 
cation. Talk to a reliable shrub 
man about them. 
In the Pine Family, we have 
many species that grow well in 
this 
locality. 
In 
looking o v e r 
Sikeston, we see 
pines, cedars, 
firs, arbar-vitae. many junipers, 
both tall and low, and there are 
beautiful blue spruces and hem ­ 
locks growing here. 
I want to especially mention the 
Yew Family. In talking to Mr. 
Woehlecke, 
he 
mentioned 
the 
hardiness of this group and sug­ 
gested that we should use them 
more. 
They 
are 
beautiful 
and 
come in many varieties, both tall 
and low. The Japanese Yews are 
especially fine, for they withstand 
cold weather, dry weather, and 
grow well in the shade. They ad­ 
just themselves to trimming quite 
well. 
In this group we might use the 
upright Capitala, t h e spreading 
Taxas Capitala, the Hick’s Yew, 
the Brown Yew and there is a 
Dwarf Yew that is lovely. Yews 
make beautiful hedges. 
In closing may I say that 110 
m atter w hether we have a large 
lawn or a amali front doorstop, 
there is an evergreen particularly 
suited 
for your yard.

We know' that in Communist countries one must be almost a 
perfect puppet to get any worthwhile position, but we do not 
realize how necessary it is to be a puppet to get many positions 
in this country. 


How' much of our success is due to good fortune is a moot 
question. But it seems clear that w hatever success we do have 
seems to whet our ambition. We want to climb higher, and 
we have perfect confidence that we know how to do it. 


So those who are successful decide that they will make all 
the decisions, and subordinates must accept them. 


Years ago we used to hear about rules of decency, and rules 
of fair play. But these seem to have become casualties of our 
latest war* and our recent personal successes. 


Those wlio hire people don't w'ant their subordinates to fol­ 
low rules; they want their subordinates to follow’ orders. For 
those in high places are perfectly certain of their own ability 
to make the decisions. 


And if a subordinate is so conscientious as to resent doing 
something which he considers harmful to someone or detri­ 
mental to some worthy purpose, he makes himself an undesir­ 
able employee 


And soon we find that their jobs are most secure who have 
the least genuine concern for their work. And the secret of 
success lies in developing a callousness toward the people you 
are supposed to serve, and the duties you are supposed to per­ 
form.

None of us likes to have military discipline applied to civilian 
life, but suppose asking questions mean* jeopardizing one’s job, 
would you advise a young man to question his superiors? 


After all. boing a puppet does not necessarily mean being un­ 
happy. 


Arni we have not yet reached the Communist condition of 
servility, where disobedience means jail, or worse. 


And a young man is likely to have a family, or plans tor a 
future family. How' can you ask him to give up the opportunity 
to rise in the world?

And yet, a young man will not always be a young man. 


When he starts approaching hts 40’s he begins to look back 
at his life. And sometimes his recollections arc very unpleasant. 


It’s ail right to be a puppet now. in the present tense After 
all you’re just following orders. You have no choice. 


Bu; when you look back things look different. You did those 
things. You cannot deny that. You were not forced to do them. 
You could have refused; you could have objected. 


Sure. being a puppet look> like a pretty secure proposition. It 
doesn’t feel unpleasant. And the future doesn't seem unpleasant. 


But being a puppet in the p a st is a very unpleasant thought. 
You think back, and regret that you let all that time pass with­ 
out letting your personality express itself. 


One does not have to be a puppet. The people working in the 
factories aren’t puppets. The people running our trains, carry­ 
ing our mails, raising our food, aren’t puppets. They follow 
rule*, not orders. And when their conscience resents doing 
something they don’t have to do it. And when they think some­ 
thing will end up disastrously, they are not afraid to say so. 


Many of us have over-empha*ized the physical comfort of the 
soft job. It’s attractive to have an easy job. and vet the cost of 
having an easy job is sometimes prohibitive. We have to be 
very’ subservient. 


And when we look back in later years at the things we did 
that we didn’t want to do, we begin to realize that tired muscles 
are not the worst thing in the world. 


How much does a young man give up when he chooses a job 
requiring physical exertion in preference to a job where he 
transmits orders from those above him to those below him? 


For one thing, he can actually see what he produces. He gets

And he can feel secure as long as he continues producing hi* 
share. 


W hereat in other types of jobs he must always be fearful 
that at any moment those above him may cease to like him and 
may replace him with someone else they like better.

WARRENTON Mo. *~A search 
for the cause of the nation’* worst 
' nursing home fire has b e e n

This was about 15 or 20 feet 
from the linen closet established 
through interviews with others as 
the probable starting point of the 
blaze. 
“Ii we can find out who the pa­ 
tient was and the whereabouts of 
his room, we might possibly tie 
down the start of this fire better," 
said Lt. W. L. Hutchings of the 
Missouri Highway Patrol, heading 
the investigation.
